PROMISE OF FRESH 
“GAINS. 


This year’s Rand Motor Show 
was, from an exhihition point of 
view, one of the best held in 
South Africa: the exhibits were 
well displayed and looked very 
attractive.

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The past year has seen fur- 
ther progress in the stern strug- 
gle in which the ingenuity of 
man is seeking to overcome the 
forces of Nature and to make 
travel faster and ever faster. In 
this struggle British pluck and 
endurance, British brains and 
British workmanship have again 
led the world. The chief honours 
ro to Sir Malcolm Campbell, who 
has driven a motor car faster 
than anyone else and has im- 
proved hia own record for land 
speed, Sir Malcolm Campbell, on 
February 24, at Daytona Beach, 
attained a speed of 267.459 miles 
an hour, though his - average 
speed, which established a new 
world record, was 253.968 miles 
an hour.

Action. | 


MR: SOONG'S 'S STATEMENT. 
Felping, Yesterday. 
My. .T. V. Soong in a statement 


says, that despite all protests, and 
violation of treaty arrangements,| 
the Japanese and’ Manchukuo au- 
thorities have now actually seized 
the accumulated Customs revenucs 
at Newchwang and Antung. 

Mr. Soong gives excerpts from 


Antung, 

The former wired on June 20 
that the new Superintendent's de, 
puty called to-day with a letter 
from the Manchukuo Ministry. of 
Finance ‘instructing me to. hand 
over, by cheque, to the Bank of 
Manchuria the revenue held by the 
Bank of China, and forbidding 
further remittance to the Chinese 
Government. Disobedience will 
be considered hostile .and effective 
measures will be taken. J refus- 
ed and was told the revenue will 
be seized. 

This was followed by a second 
wire'on June 21, stating that all 
revenue held by the Bank of China 
was removed under force majeure 
to the Bank ‘of Manchuria yester-| - 
day. I protested to the Yokohama 
‘Specie Bank and demanded a re- 
mittance.- 

The manager wired. his head 
office for instructions yesterday. 

The Antung Commissioner wired 
on June’ 20: The Bank of China 
officially informed me to-day that 
they handed over the revenue bal- 
ances a8 on June 19, after the re- 
celpt of a threatening letter from 
the Manchukuo Finance Minister 
and after a visit of the-local Chin-

To obviate the anomaly of water 
from the large Shing Mun. catch- 
ment area running to waste while 


most of the Colony’s reservoirs are 


well below overflow, we suggest 


‘the construction of an open con- 


duit taking the overflow direct from 
the Reception reservoir to the main 
Kowloon Reservoir instead.of as at 
‘present to the lower level Bywash 
reservolr,:-.--All available... Shing. 
Mun water would then be impound- 
ed before any overflow ‘takes place 


to the sea. In addition, by widen-| 
ing the temporary top end of the} 


conduit in the Shing Mun Valley to 
conform to the permanent full 
section, and abolishing.the present 
bottle neck entrance at the intake, 
the dmount of water received from 
this source could be considerably 
increased.. The cost of this work 
would be comparatively small, and 
it would result in a definite’ con- 
servation of supplies during the 
period of construction of the main 
Shing Mun "Dam, which ‘has been 
quoted in the Press as five years. 

8, Penstocks at Kowloon Reser- 
voir:—We note that the penstocks 
to the Kowloon spillway were not 
employed last year, and water was 
allowed to pass over the spillway 
of the main dam at’ a, level three 
or four feet below that which could 
have been attained“by the full use 
of the penatocks, Three or four 
feet extra depth of water over the 
area of the main reservoir would 
give a considerable increase” in 
volume of storag¢,; which should 
not be wasted. We submit that the), 
full use’ of maximum depth of 
storage should be-insisted on, while 
in time of floods safe ‘levels could: 
be. maintained by the use of these 
penstocks. 

In conclusion, I ar directed to 
state that my Gommit*eo anpreciate 
the fact that ‘had the Shing Mun 
Dam scheme been proceeded with 


‘las .recomménded, the situation 


would have been totally different, 
and works then only considered of 
a temporary nature would have 
been superseded, Aas these tem- 
porary works, however, have 
already proved inadequate, and ap- 
pear likely to remain for some 
years, the foregoing suggestions 
are respectfully submitted as a 
means of relieving the situation 
until the completion of the: Shing 
Mun Dam. 

In view of the public interest in 
this very vital service I have to 
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
